A. particularly ' vicious proposal 


which would make the inheritance 
tax worse than it is now, is that 
the 
national government should 


discriminate 
against states 
like 


Florida, that collects no inherit- 
ance tax. 
The plan would be to 


give a dead man credit for his 
local state Inheritance tax, the na- 
tion collecting only as much as the 
state failed to collect, of the total 
federal tax. 


In other words, as Col. Peter O. 


Knight of Tampa, Fla., points out,

York state.

%vere constitutional it would be ex- 
tremely stupid. 
To punish the citizens of Florida, 


or of any other state, because their 
local government has the decency 
to leave its hands off the property 
of a dead man, is a strange sugges- 
tion.

janka and notes in 
circulation 


amounting to 25 drachma! and un- 
der. 
(The drachma! nominally is 


valued at about 19 cents.) 
From now on all notes above that 


amount must be cut in two unequal 
parts, the larger part worth three-

promise tax reduction bill reported 
by the senate finance committee 
encountered new troubles Sunday, 
with notice from house leaders that 
it was unacceptable there. 


Already facing serious opposition 


in ihe senate, the measure was as- 
sailed by Chairman Green of the 
house 'ways and means committee, 
which' drafted 
the bill as 
ap- 


proved by the house, because of 
its provisions to repeal the inher- 
itance and capital stock taxes. 
In, addition, he declared in a 
statement, 
the 
senate 
measure 


would reduce taxes, when in full 
force, by more than $467,000,000 an- 
nually, instead of $332,615,000 as 
estimated by the senate committee 
for this calendar year and $330,- 
000,000 as approved by the house. 
Although the treasury has given 
tentative approval to the 
increase 


in reductions voted by the senate 
committee over the amount pro- 
vided by the house. Representative 
Green stated that "even making the 
very largest allowance for an in- 
crease in revenue, it was plain that 
the house bill reached the maxi- 
mum figure in reductions that was 
consistent with safety to the treas- 
ury 
and that 
anything 
further 


would be risking a deficit." 


A Stumbling Block. 


House opposition to prospective 


senate provisions in the bill was 
viewed^in many quarters as placing 
an important stumbling block in 
the "way of plans to have the bill 
in effect before March 15, when 
first income tax installments are 
due. 
Chairman Smoot of the fin- 
ance committee, plans to call it up 
in the senate this week in the hope 
of getting it off to an early start, 
with a fight against repeal of the 
inheritance tax and other provi- 
sions in prospect. 
The 
statement- issued 
by Mr. 


Green severely criticized' estimates 
given by the senate committee of 
reductions expected to result from 
changes it made in the bill, de- 
scribing Borne of these as "very 
misleading inferences." 


Referring to the estimate that 


repeal of the inheritance tax and 
a 
retroactive reducation in 
this 


levy would reduce revenues only 
$20^000,000 this year, Mr. Green de- 
clared "it is too plain for argument 
or discussion that the final out- 
come will-be a loss of $150,000,000 
annually instead of $20,000,000." 


"Another very misleading infer- 


ence, to say the least," he said, 
"arises from taking the loss occa- 
sioned by the repeal of the capital 
stock tax in 1926 as the full ex- 
tent of the reduction which will be 
caused by the proposed repeal." 


"While the revenue reduction in 


this calendar year from repeal o£ 
this levy will amount to only $68,- 
00,000, he contended that it would 
total $93,500,000 annually thereaf- 
ter.

Death Marks Passing of a 


Former School of Crim- 


_ inal Barristers. 


NEW* YORK, Jan. 25. — (By the 


Associated Pres?.) — The death in 
London, .England, of. Abi"aliam H. 
Hummel, which became known last 
night, brings to a close the career 
of one-of the moat sensational di- 
vorce lawyers this country ever 
has known. It marks also the pass- 
ing of a former school of criminal 
barristers, who went to any 
ex- 


treme to gain their case?. 
Hummel was a disciple and part- 


ner as well as former office boy, of 
William -Frederick 
Howe, 
known 


during the Civil war as "Habeas 
Corpus Howe," because of his suc- 
cess in freekig drafted men. 
As 
partners, the firm gained 
much 


notoriety in defending more than 
650 murderers. 
From 1870 to 1900 Howe 
and 


Hummel were ieta;ned in almost 
every criminal, divorce or theatri- 
cal case of any consequence. The 
walls of their dingy offices in Cen- 
tre streets were lined with pictures 
of actors and actresses, while the 
halls were always 
crowded with 


waiting clients, private detectives 
and process servers. 
• 
The firm of Howe and Hummel 


was feared by all men and women 
who burned the candle at both ends 
and lived the life that leads to the 
divorce court and who were in- 
volved in intrigues that were ant 
to rise in breach 
of 
promise 
or 


alienation suits. 


Feared By Many. 
It was said that the "butter and 


egg" men of that day feared the 
Howe and Hummel imprint on a 
letter head worse than any other 
result of their excursions along the 
primerose path. 
. 
The partnership was unusual in 


many ways. In their office was a 
safe which was used to house the 
office bucket. 
The partners which 
the young 
attorneys associated 


with fhemvwould meet each evening 
and pile their fees for the day in 
a common pool, which was then di- 
vided according to each person's 
interest in the business. They kept 
no books. 
Howe died in 1902. 
Hummel s 


nemesis was the same district at- 
torney. William Travers 
Jerome, 


who convicted 
Harry 
K. Thaw. 


Jerome had characterized the Howe 
and Hummel firm as 
"for more 
than twenty years a menace to this 
community." It was he who finally 
sent Hummel to the prison on 
Blackwell's Island for a year on 
conviction of conspiracy and sub- 
ordination of perjury in the notori- 
ous Dodge-Morse divorce case.

"FOE THE LOVED ONES." 


"For the good of our loved ones," is the caption 


which appears under a cartoon in The Denver Post 
la support of the program to abolish the federal in- 
heritance tar. 
' The drawing represents a presumably /modest 
home, with husband, wife and daughter glancing over 
the pages of a newspaper in which is set forth the 
plan to abolish the federal inheritance tax. 
'On the 


nearby table is the money bag- with the "life's sav- 
ings." 


The cartoon is incomplete in one particular. 
It 


fails to show any tears of joy coursing down the 
furrowed cheek ol father. Such a load has been lifted 
from his shoulders. All of these years he has been 
toiling to accumulate a competence so as to protect 
his loved ones from that day when he might 
be 


taken away. He has had no fault to find with the 
results of his own personal efforts. 
He has made 


money^— lots of it. But there has been a grim spectre 
hovering over him all these years because he real- 
ized that in spite of everything- which he could do. 
the government was merely waiting- until his death to 
jump in and grab off the major portion of his wealth. 
At last something is to -be done for the good of his 
loved ones. 
The inheritance tax is to be abolished. 


What a fitting: sermon to provide inspiration for any 
cartoonist. 


Tou and I and most oC us need never worry about 


the Inheritance tax. On the average-sized estate in 
America it is so inconsequential as to be worthy of 
slight consideration. The federal government does 
not collect a single penny of tax on estates under 
$50,000. From $50iOOO to $100,000, the ,ratc -is 1 per 
rent so that an estate valued at $100,000 would pay a 
federal inheritance of $1,000. From 5100,000 to SloO,- 
000 the rate is i- per cent so that an estate of $150,000 
would pay a. federal inheritance tax of $3,000. From 
J150.000 to $250,000, the rate is 3 per cent. The sur- 
viving relatives of a man who leaves an estate oC a 
quarter of a. million dollars would pay a federal in- 
heritnce tax of $7,S>00. 


Pretty tough on the "loted ones"! 
* * * 


The persistent and studied campaign in behalf of 


the movement to relieve wealth of its burden of tax- 
ation is one of the most amazing developments of 
the last two years. 


As a nation our lax program has been based upon 


Hie theory that taxes should be based upon the abil- 
ity to pay. 
The man of large wealth receives 
and 


requires a large measure of protection from govern- 
ment. "What would his genius for money-making avail 
him, unless the government under which he lives pro- 
vided an opportunity for the direction of his talents 
and, protected the wealth which he accumulated? 


The federal 
inheritance tax is not an 
onerous 


measure. It docs not place any burden upon 70 per 
cent of the people of this country for the estate rec- 
ords reveal that less, than 30 -per cent of the Ameri- 
can people die with an estate in excess of ?50,000. The 
family of a man who has been fortunate enough to 
accumulate $100,000 is not subjected,to any confisca- 
tory treatment unduh the federal inheritance tax. His 
relatives pay the government but 1 per cent of his 
wealth. Even the million-dollar estate can and docs 
pay its tax -with slight inconvenience. 


Out of all of the evidence brought forward not a 


half dozen catfes have been uncovered where joint 
state and federal inheritance taxes have worked un- 
due hardships upon inherited wealth. 


Two phases of the tax program now before con- 


gress give 
sufficient 
grounds for the 
disquieting 


charge that it is a "rich man's" measure. The first 
of these is the proposal to abolish the federal inher- 
itance tax. That accounts for over $100.000,000 or a 
third of the total tax relief which is to be given the 
taxpayers of this country. Tho major portion of this 
will fall a{ the feet of the families of less than 1,000 
men In this country. The second provision drawn to 
manifestly favor the very rich men of this country 
concerns surtax reduction. In the entire state of Ne- 
braska but two men -will derive any considerable 
measure of benefit if this bill passes in its present 
form. In no less respect than in regard to the federal 
inheritance tax law, the huge fortunes of eastern cap- 
italists are to benefit most if the bill is passed in its 
present form. 


A GOOD PLAN GONE WRONG. 


"KANSAS CITY, Mo., Jan. 19.—Judge H. F. Mc- 


Elroy, local business man, was named as the first 
city manager of Kansas City at a meeting of the 
council last night. Five of nine councilmen voted for 
him. The five are democrats, as is Judge McElroy. 
Four republican, council members did not vote, say- 
ing that they had not been consulted in the choice 
of a manager. The democratic members in a previous 
caucus had agreed upon Judge McElroy." — Xews 
Item. 
» 


Here, is another working demonstration of the 


fact that good government is something that cannot 
be -worked out by mere formula, and that a given 
system of administration affords no especial guar- 
antee of desirable results. 


What the foregoing means is simply that a party 


organzatlon at Kansas City has gained control o£ 
the new municipal machinery for which the people 
recently Voted in the hope of getting it out of the 
hands of politicians. The democratic majority evi- 
dently intends to run things, as shown by its mem- 
bers 
caucusing by 
themselves and 
ignoring the 


republicans. The, city manager so chosen will, of 
course, be expected to 'see that deserving democrats 
got most of the best places, and that things 
arc 


run as the party leaders may direct. 


Advocates of the city manager system will say 


that this is not in accord with its purpose. Of course 
it is not. But the thing to be borne in mind !s "that 
the form of government a city has does not Insure 
that the public business -will be conducted in a busi- 
nesslike manner. Kansas City, as it appears, 
has 


bought a gold brick, so far as getting out from under' 
the thumbs of politicians is concerned. To ^udge by 
what has happened so far", the only substantial dif- 
ference In municipal affairs there now from condl- 
,tlon» hitherto prevailing fs that there are more hlgh- 
salarled Jobs to be peddled out among friends of the 
administration than there were under the old mavor- 
•nd-councll regime. 


• Thft new manager may be a high type business 


Tn»n. «lncer«ly desirous of aervlny his city; but 
It i« hardly to be expected that he will go counter 
to the -wishes of those who gave him-his job and who 
have power to 
kick him out 
whenever they > seo 


fit. Under such conditions, It Is plain that the system 
has broken down rljht at the start. 


Party control la not »he only thing that has to 


h« guarded against in any we-11-grovprned city. There 
are other elements that hinder the -work .of efficient 
•nd conscientious admlnlitraton, quite Independent- 


ly of partisanship. Bosslsm and corruption in 
large 


cities often work quite effectively on a nonpartlsan 
basis. In Omaha, for Instance, a well known figure 
Is commonly believed to wield considerable Influence 
In shaping mun'cipal policies relative to the things 
h« Is interested in; «yet Omaha docs not elect its local 
officials under party labels. 


Discerning citizens have come 'to. see that the 


fruits of good government do not 
grow on bushes 


where they may be picked and enjoyed at one's con- 
venience. 
Xo government will run itself and bring 


the best results. 
' 


Whether a city's business is properly conducted 


depends less on the administrative mechanism 
than 


on the- kind of men who are placed in charge. 
To 


realize the benefits of honest and efficient manage- 
ment in public affairs, the people must exercise in- 
telligent discrimination in choosing their official ser- 
vants, and then give them proper support when mea- 
sures are undertaken for the general good. 
Where 


the voters show indifference as to how things 
go, 


they usually go to the bad. 


Diet^Health

A ROMANY KING. 


Some, convincing evidence -on the perplexing: prob- 


lem of Americanization is offered in connection with 
the recent announcement that Frank Kaslov, 
the 


American gypsy king, was sailing for Europe to find 
a queen. Kaslow rules over a kingdom which extends 
from California to Egypt and includes somt five-hun- 
dred families. He sailed on his quest at the instiga- 
tion of a number of his subjects who did not think 
it becoming: a monarch should rule alone. 


The Romany people have always refused to mix or 


fuse. Through hundreds of years they have main- 
tained their individuality in the midst of alien races. 
They have their own customs, language and laws and 
they demand a great deal of 'attention from their 
ruler- About 150 of Kaslov's subjects make their -win- 
ter quarters in Xew York City. They form a little 
community of their own in" the metropolis. 
Every 


infringement of law, every dispute among- this notor- 
iously hot-tempered people is carried to the king for 
settlement. He must deal justly with the offenders, 
prescribe punishment for the slighter sins and turn 
over the more serious 
wrongdoers to the 
United 


States authorities. He must decide wisely and judic- 
iously and then see that his decisions are enforced. 


The king is likewise master of ceremonies at all 


gypsy weddings. It Is he who must guard the ritual 
heritage of the past; for in spite of the informality 
of their lives, the Romany have an ancient and pre- 
cise decorum of their own. The young people are 
brought up in old world isolation from one another. 
Weddings are decided upon by the parents and 
divorces are unknown. 


They are only a handful, these Romany people, 


but they have successfully defied all efforts to wean 
them from the traditions of the past. 


DON'T REDUCE TOO RAPIDLY. 


For the last three weeks I have been funning a reducing course, as 


I do the beginning of each year. And throughout the year, as during 
the past-years, I shall continue to pay a great deal of attention, to the 
subject of overweight. 


I do this for three main reasons: .first, and foremost, if my advice 


is followed I can prevent a large* proporton of serious disorders such 
as diabetes (To per cent of the diabetics are overweight before coming 
down with the disease,) heart and kidney disease, high blood pressure 
and apoplexy, intestinal, joint and skin disorders, and possibly cancer/ 
I may say in parenthesis, that it Isn't the overweight primarily, unless 
it is very great, that produces these disorders, but the prolonged, un- 
balanced and over-abundant diet which also produces the'overweight. 


Second, reducing is the subject "on which the greater percentage of 


my readers need help, judging from my mail. 


Third, the reduction 
of weight, if carried on scientifically, is a 


measure that can be home applied, except in extreme cases. (There are 
far too many of my readers who ask me for advice on disorders for 
which they should- see their personal physician, for such advice cannot 
be given without a very complete examination and diagnosis. 


Now I must get back to a few more problems of reducing. I will 


give you the rest of the week and then I must run the short gaining' 
course for those who want to gain. On Saturday I am going to give 
a weight chart wb.lch I want the gaining class to use also.' If you have 
any friends in tliat class tell them of, it please? 


If you have been dieting now for three weeekp, you-.should have 


lost at least six pounds. If, in the beginning, you went on the three- 
day liquid or semi-liquid diet, of 500 to 600 calories daily, you probably 
have lost as much as 10 pounds. Now, I don't want you to become over- 
enthusiastic and try to reduce more than two pounds a week. An av- 
erage of two pounds a week is over eight pounds a month, and that will 
make a very large reduction in a comparatively short time. Even one 
pound a week is a good reduction, if it is consistently lost. If you re- 
duce more rapidly than two pounds a week on an average, it may be 
.at the expense of your health, for a diet which will reduce more rapidly 
than this will probably not supply the requirements of your system for 
repair and proper functioning." 


Now here's a little problem I want to speak of today. After you 


have reduced 20 pounds or more, you may findxthat the diet which has 
been reducing you at a certain rate will now not permit you to lose at 
the same rate. The system evidently accommodates itself to the lower 
intake of food and uses it more efficiently so that not so much of the 
excess body fat is called upon for the energy needs. Now in this case, 
you have to either incre.ase your exercises or cut your diet down a 
little more. Perhaps you can do both with profit. 
I believe it is a 


better plan to go on a one-day liquid diet a week, rather than, to lower 


i your daily intake. 


There is another possibility .for'the slowing-down 
of the .weekly 


loss, which you must watch out for: 
"With very many the loss of 10 to 


15 pounds improves the looks so much that part of the incentive to 
keep faithfully at the reducing program is lost. And more feast days 
are indulged in. .,Two or three feast days a week may make your total 
calories average your maintenance number, or even over; in other words 
what you gain on the feast days will balance or over-balance what you 
lose on your diet days.

The city of Lincoln does not ap- 


pear, 
but a 
place 
designated as 


"Lancaster" in blackface letters, at 
the present location of the carjital 
city, appears by itself. 


In 
smaller 
print is the 
name 


"Omaha City" on the west bank off 
the Missouri river, opposite- Coun- 
cil Bluffs, la. Further 
down 
the 


river, where Kansas City now is, 
the only name found is "Westport." 
St. 
Joseph, 
JUeavenworth, 
and 


Atchison, however, arc all on the 
ancient map. 


The Union Pacific -railroad had 


been built from Ornaha 
to 
Fort 


Sedgwick,'Colo., about where Jules- 
burg now is, but no further. 
The 


only towns on it which still remain 
are Valley, Fremont, North Bend, 
Columbus, Silver Creek, Grand Is- 
land, and Brady Island. There -was 
a place called "Buchanan" where 
Schiiyler now is. 


A projected route for the Union 


Pacific, extending further west, ran 
through northeastern Colorado, fol- 
lowing the South Platte river. The 
road as constructed later re-enters 
Nebraska, after 
leaving- Julesberg' 


and goes up the valley of Lodge 
Pole creek, through 
Sidney 
and 


Kimball to the Wyoming line, never 
touching Colorado again. 


Another Union Pacific line, which 


never was built, is shown cnterhig 
Nebraska from the south where the 
Republican river cuts the Kansas 
boundary line, and thence northwest 
to a point on the South Platte river 
20 or 25 miles west of its junction 
with the North Platte. 


Lancaster Located. 


The town of Lancaster, which be- 


came Lincoln, was located on a rail- 
road route, projected but not con- 
structed, beginning at Plattsmoulh, 
crossing the Piatte river at "Saline" 
(Aahland), and running west 
to 


"Fort Kearney" on the south bank 
of the Platte river, across from the 
town of that name. This is the line 
which the Burlington railroad built 
in the early '70s, with a few varia- 
tions.-It shows a plate called "Cam- 
den" southwest of Lincoln, which 
was an old fording place on the Blue 
river, half way between the present 
sites of Crete and Mllford. 


fn southeastern Nebraska, aside 


from Lancaster and Plattsmouth, 
the only othre towns which the 
mapmakef knew about were Ne- 
braska City, N'emaha City, Wyoming 
and Pawnee City, all of which are 
designated in thier proper places.

"Dakota" is shown as all one re- 


gion to the north of Nebraska, with 
no such place as Bismarck, Pierre, 
Sioux Falls, or Fargo marked.

Sees Better Tone

Cattle Industry

Increasing inquiries 
for 
young 


cows and other stock cattle have 
reflected a better tone to the cattle 
business generally, in the opinion 
of A. E. Anderson, federal 
crop 


statistician, expressed in his Jan- 
uary range report issued Monday. 


Although the "cattle 
shortage" 


theory has been talked about for 
three or four years, there has been 
but a comparatively slight decrease 
in numbers of cattle for the' coun- 
try as a whole since 1920, Mr. An- 
derson declared, 
adding that the 


number in Nebraska has increased 
since then. 
The condition of cattle in western 


Nebraska is four points above last 
year, the report continued. 
Cattle 


are wintering well and there is a 
continued 
demand 
for she-stuff. 


The condition of the ranges-is about 
three points above a year ago. 
The status of the cattle industry 


in the western part of the state is 
93 per cent of normal for January 
as compared to S3 per cent a year 
ago, and the condition of range and 
pasture is SS per cent normal com- 
pared to a reported 85 per cent last 
5-ear. This improved condition, the 
report said, may be accounted for 
by the fact that the stock went into 
tlie winter in better condition than 
last year and with range pasture 
and fed sufficient 
the stock has 


held up well. 
There is a surplus of feed in some 


counties because 
of heavier .ship- 


ments of cattle this year which left 
loss stock to winter through. 
nl 


adition. considerable hay was car- 
ried over from la.st year in some 
counties. 
The average 
condition of cattle 


through western range states is re- 
ported as 92 per cent of normal: 
S4 per cent last year. 
Increasing 


inquiries for young cow and 
other 


stock cattle are reported in various 
parts of the western range area of 
the country, which reflects a better 
tone to the cattle business gener- 
ally. A continued demand for she 
sto'ck indicates that cattle men are 
feeling more confident of the fu- 
ture of the cattle business, the re- 
port concluded.
